What is discipline? Is It not the 
methods used to get a child to do or 
not to do certain things?? Discipline 
begins very early. Baby specialists are 
pointing out to new parents that al- 
though an infant needs a routine, this 
may vary a little. Good management 
consists of a wise mixture of firmness 
and flexibility. 


A sensible day’s routine, which Is 
usually followed, does away with 
much unnecessary conflict over a child 
disobeying commands. There is “a 
happy way” of doing most things. 
Children like to know what to expect 
gand what is expected of them, in 
dressing, eating, sleeping, etc. 

Every child is different. So is every 
parent! A method of discipline which 
has been extremely successful with 
the oldest in the family may not be so 
satisfactory with a second or third 
child. 

A firm “No, no!” may prevent 
timid little Ann from going near 
mother’s hot iron. But Tommy is more 
different to handle. The forbidden iron 
fascinates him. When mother fs out of 
the kitchen for a minute to answer 
the phone, although he knows he Is 
doing wrong, he quickly touches the 
hot iron. His enraged cries tell his 
mother that the “Law of Consequenc 
es” as workd on Tommy to teach him 
that disobedience can be painful. 

When a child is old enough to assert 
his will, what he wants and what 
mother wants at times is bound to con- 
flict. Children can behave like “little 
angels” and the very same youngsters 
can also amaze their fond parents by 
their contrariness and naughtiness! 
Training a child calls for endless 
stores of patience, understanding and

plain-spoken review of the main 
features of the bank's experience 
throughout the past 12 months. Writ- 
ten in straight-forward, non-technical 
language and illustrated by -appropri- 
ate thumbnail sketches, the report 
represents a further advance in the 
direct “grass-roots” approach pioneer- 
ed by the Bank of Montreal in its 
annual reports for the past seven 
years. 


In the preamble of this humanized 
report, the local manager makes sev- 
eral down-to-earth comments upon the 
Canadian way of living.

Total deposits at the 572 branches 
of the B of M across Canada now 
amount to a new high of $2,085,000,000 
according to the message which adds 
that “some of this money belongs to 
business firm and institutions, but 
more than half of it is the savings of 
everyday people.” 

Loans now stand at over $646,000,- 
000, another highest year-end figure 
in B of M history. This figure is in- 
dicative of the vast scale of co-opera- 
tion with business and private indi- 
viduals made possible through the con- 
fidence placed in the Bank of Montreal 
by its 1,800,000 depositors. “Farmers, 
fishermen, ranchers and lumbermen 
borrowed a great deal from us,” states 
the report, “but we lent money to 
peop'e in evey walk of life and = to 
business of every kind.”

Government 
dollars are are the worst offenders 
for, being unproductive, they do more 
than other dollars to broaden the gap 
between those dollars that may be 
spent and the goods available for pur- 
chase. 

So, when you feel like taking credit 
for accepting taxation with resigna- 
tion, remember what it is doing to you. 
The criticism of taxation is a basic 
safeguard of our democracy. It can- 
not be foregone without danger re- 
sulting.
